Correspondence on the subject of a 
reported endeavour to establish a system 
of licence for Pawnshops in the Settle-

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‘The article in question purports only to 
give the main features of a scheme for 
licensing Pawnshops in the Settlement, 
but a code of rules bas been published 
in the “Shihpao” on August 26, with the

These 
announcements taken together, furnish 
some evidence that a definite attempt 
is being made to introduce a permanent 
system of Chinese Government control 
over Pawnshops in the Foreign Settle- 
ment with a view to establishing a new 
source of revenue.
